With more than 10,000,000 of aoroH 


of land awaiting development, the 
itate of WIsoonHln can well afford to 
reflect upon tbo volurao and the im- 
portance of lior latent rewonrceH, and 
noe if they may not deserve some of 
the public attention that np to the 
present time has been oentorod upon 
tho undeveloped reHO&roes of other 
nUtos, most of which are BO remote 
from the center* of population that 
their development moans little to the 
masses of the people. 
It In surprising 


that nearly all the forocB of the 
various bureaus of the government at 
Washington seem to valne the re- 
sources of tho coontry in tho ratio of 
their inaccoHBiblllty, the hazards of 
development ami tho 
probloinH in- 


volved in their use. 
If an area of 


undeveloped land 
IH romoto uuough 


and environed with all potwlbln olo- 
ments of InaoooHHlbllity, enthusiasm 
in tho bureaus IH certain to develop, 
but home making opportunitioH in u 
Btato 
like 
Wisconsin, with great 


markets right at Ita doom, have little 
of Interest to the boyn In tho bureaus 
at. the national capital. 
That they 


know little of conditions In Wlsnonniu 
is evident from tho following state- 
ment la the advance bulletin of the 
lUth census ouWlHOonHln agrlonltnre: 
"In tho northern portion It is rough 
and In large inoftBuro IIUH not thus far 
boeu found available for Buoh (agrl- 
cultural) use." 


John P. Hume, Manager of the 


Wisconsin Advancement Association, 
made a trip to Washington last week, 
taking with him an overwhelming 
supply'of faotH and figures to show 
that, Instead of boing unavailable, 
those areas in tho northern part of 
Wisconsin fire peculiarly and specially 
suited to general farming, dairying, 
and the successful production of many 
speolal crops.

portunities In tho tipper Wisconsin 
counties that

tempting to account for each blunders 
upon the part of tho census bureau as 
above referred to. it is sufficient that 
n fall correction will follow.

awakened to the facts that it is not 
yet necessary to wander 
oft over 


doaorti, or to remote corners of tho 
country to find opportunities for agri- 
cultural. extension—one of which la 
tho reclamation department, another

In 1901 Vancouver, U. C., had only 


27,000 inhabitants. With Its suburbs It 
has now 127,000. But It is at this mo- 
ment engaged in revising Its list of 
voters. 
The list under revision con- 


tains some 20,000 names and from It 
no less than C.OOO are to be removed 
as no longer resident. 


If the last revision occurred three 


years ago this means that every year 
one-tenth of Its voters leave Vancou- 
ver. As the larger proportion of Its 
Moating population cannot consist of 
voters this would Imply that 
during 


the last ten years some 200,000 people 
have spent some time In Vancouver, 
and of them nearly half have declined 
to settle there. 


Some of course have gone to other 


parts of the province, but it yeems 
more than probable that the greater 
number have crossed tho border to 
the United States. Altogether the Im- 
migrant population of Canada i« in .a 
very fluid condition. 
If this be the 


case after ten years of apparent pros- 
perity one can judge what will be Its 
condition if a reaction should set In.— 
America.
